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Oct. 14 General Strike: 



McGill may be closed 
on labour's day of protest

The fate of McGIII University 
during the Canadian Labour 
General Strike of October 14 
may be decided by the end of 
this week. If McGill workers 
decide to participate, the 
university may be effectively 
closed down. 

Two. groups composed of 
non-unionized McGill profes- 
sors and Local 298 of McGill 
service and janitorial employ- 
ees, both affiliated with the 
Quebec Federation of Labour 
(QFL), will be meeting separate- 
ly in the next few days to 
determine their respective stra- 
tegies. The strike's purpose is 
to protest the federal govern- 
ment's wage and price control 
programme.

Lamarre concedes overpass

Yvon Lamarre, Vice-chairman 
of the Executive Committee of 
the City of Montreal, last night 
faced a meeting of St. Henri 
residents angered by the City's 
apparent disinterest in their 
problems. The meeting, organ- 
ized jointly by the St. Raymond 
Action Committee and the 
National Congress of Italian 
Canadians (NCIC), pressed 
their demands for an overpass 
to bridge the CPR tracks which 
cut the area off from the rest of 
NDG. 

The overpass, long deemed 
essential by area residents, 
met with a serious delay when 
the city failed to buy necessary 
land when the CPR put it up for 
sale. Since then the land has 
been purchased by another 
party. As a consequence, area 
residents circulated* a petition 
and gathered 1500 signatures in 
support of immediate action. 

Lamarre, who represents the 
area on the Montreal City 
Council, announced an elev- 
enth-hour plan whereby the 
railway overpass would be 
constructed as soon as 
possible, with costs being 
shared equally by the federal 
and municipal governments. 
The arrangement had been 
worked out tentatively between 
Lamarre and the federal 
Member of Parliament for the 



area, Warren Allmand. 

There presently exists an 
underpass beneath the train 
tracks, but the people present 
at the meeting argued that it is 
dirty, poorly lit, inconveniently 
located, and frequented by 
muggers. 

As well as the overpass, the 
citizens of St. Henri are 
lobbying for a recreational 
centre. Dominic D'Abate, 
spokesperson for the NCIC, 
claimed that the children of the 



area are neglected in that "there 
are no facilities to cater to their 
needs." The citizens also want 
a centre where the adults could 
congregate for social events. 
D'Abate also said that St. 
Raymond School is empty and 
has the potential to become an 
adequate sporting and craft 
centre. The city has the 
opportunity to rent the school 
and make it into a recreational 
centre. "The need is desperate

University Teachers (MAUT), 
representing 900 McGill profes- 
sors, Is holding a closed council 
meeting. The question of the 
general strike may be on the 
agenda. 

The MFU is not a legally 
certified union because it does 
not represent the majority of 
McGill professors. Thus, the 
MFU is not granted the rights 
established by the Quebec 
Labour Code for government 
certified unions. The MAUT 
does represent the majority of 
McGill professors, yet this 
group has not applied for union 
status regarding itself rather as 
a professional association. 

The 427 trade unionists of 
Local 298 of the Service Workers 
Union of the QFL are meeting 
Sunday morning to hammer out 
their strategy for the national 
strike. 

Dr. David Rubinstein, Presi- 
dent of MAUT, could not 
definitely predict what the 
council will decide on Thurs- 
day. He does believe that "on 
the basis of past events, the 
council will likely leave any 
decision concerning the walk- 
out to the individual discretion 
of each MAUT professor". 

There has been talk of 
collective action on the day of 
protest against controls among 
the non-unionized MacLennan 
or Redpath Library workers. A 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees (CUPE) campaign to 
organize the library workers was 
unsuccessful two years ago. 

The campaign to mobilize 
support among other groups of 
workers in Quebec and the rest 
of Canada is growing. Joe 
Morris, president of the 2.3 
million member Canadian La- 



bour Congress (CLC), which is 
leading the one day walkout, 
told a September 15 press 
conference in Ottawa that "on 
October 14 Canada will witness 
a manifestation of popular 
dissent seldom seen in this 
country". 

André Leclair, the protest 
co-ordinator for the Quebec 
Central of the CLC, told the 
Daily that the various regional 
councils of the QFL are busy 
preparing the groundwork for 
the general strike and related 
rallies and demonstrations. 
Regional councils represent all 
QFL-affiliated trade unionists 
who reside in a given area 
Leclair said, adding that there 
will be no march on Ottawa. 
Instead the strike and protest 
will be rallied region by region. 

Officials of the Confederation 
of National Trade Unions and 
the Quebec Teachers' Corpora- 
tion have indicated their sup- 
port for the strike. Locals of 
their unions are presently 
determining their strategy. 

The major demand of Cana- 
dian trade unionists is clear. 
They want the wage control 
programme scrapped. 

Quebec officials are incensed 
that while the average increase 
of collective agreements has 
dropped from à springtime 
1975 figure of 18.7 percent to a 
springtime 1976 figure of 11.5 
percent, the profits of Gaz 
Métropolitain and Bell Canada 
during the first quarter of this 
year have increased 131.4 
percent and 45 percent respec- 
tively. Also, Ford of Canada has 
witnessed a 73 percent jump in 
profits in the first quarter of 
1976. 



Quebec plans major CEGEP changes 



from the Snowdon Press 
Quebec Education Minister 
Jean Bienvenue has said he will 
adopt a position on a contro- 
versial government report that 
calls for drastic changes in the 
structure and curriculum of 
CEGEPs "before the end of the 
current year." The report has 
been in Bienvenue's hands for 
several months. 

The report which re-orients 
the colleges toward developing 
programs (pre-university sci- 
ence or social science, for 
example) in line with a new 
order of priorities, fails to 
recognize general education 



and core requirements, and 
revises many of the administra- 
tive bodies in the colleges. 

Other recommendations con- 
tained in the document would 
give industry the preponderant 
say in determining the content 
of career (vocational) courses, 
whose duration would be 
reduced from three to two 
years. 

When asked to comment on 
the status of the report at a 
meeting of the CEGEPs' Aca- 
demic Deans held in August, an 
Education ministry official re- 
plied, "Je- n'en- - sais rien." 



Vanier's Academic Dean, Sarah 
Paltiel, said in an interview that 
the "Je n'en sais rien" attitude 
apparently extends to the 
Minister himself. 

"There is now talk that a 
parliamentary commission 
might be set up," Paltiel said, 
pointing out that the report had 
been endorsed by the CEGEP 
administrators' organization. 

It had been widely specula- 
ted that the report — known as 
GTX because it was drawn up 
by Group de Travail 'X' — would 
be tabled in the National 
Assembly as a white paper as 



soon as the teacher contract 
negotiations were completed. 
The report would automatically 
become law within 90 days of 
the tabling date. 

The province-wide teachers' 
union, FNEQ, opposes imple- 
mentation of the project. 

The report — which has been 
nicknamed "son of Nadeau" 
and "shadow of Nadeau" by 
some faculty because it incor- 
porates, in modified form, 
many of the recommendations 
of the controversial Nadeau 
report published last fall , —

Laval teachers 
receive support 
from colleagues 



OTTAWA (CUP) — The 
executive of the Canadian 
Association of University 
Teachers (CAUT) has voted 
unanimously to support in 
principle striking faculty at 
Quebec's Laval University and 
to endorse individual loans for 
the strikers. 

The committee said in a 
release September 9 it supports 
"the principles of academic 
freedom being defended by the 
striking professors". 

These freedoms are "essen- 
tially the right to. fair and 
equitable treatment of faculty 
including the right to a 
grievance committee and ap- 
peals system, "said Executive 
Secretary Victor Sim. 

The strike has curtailed 
registration and delayed class- 
es for 23,000 students. Most of 
the university's other employ- 
ees have refused to cross picket 
lines. 



Sim emphasized that CAUT's 
financial guarantees to the 
strikers do not constitute a 
strike fund. 

The strike began September 7 
after Laval professors voted 83 
per cent against accepting the 
university's latest offer. They 
have been negotiating their first 
contract for a year. 

Issues still in contention are: 
salaries, job security, imple- 
mentation of a faculty salary 
structure, participation in esta- 
blishing teaching criteria plus 
creation of a grievance proce- 
dure. 

University officials say their 
33 percent salary raise offer will 
give Laval professors better 
wages than those at other 
French-speaking universities in 
Montreal or Sherbrooke. 

However, the professors are 
standing fast with their 35 per 
cent request because they say 
salaries at universities are soon 
to be increased.

for a centre. Is the city willing 
to put up the money?" asked 
D'Abate. 

A member of the MUC Police 
was also present. The citizens 
of St. Henri are worried about 
the increase of juvenile 
delinquency and traffic viola- 
tions in the area. Speaking 
alternately in English and 
Italian, those present stressed 
that a sporting and craft centre 
would help to alleviate the 
problem of juvenile delin- 
quency. Speeding is increasing 
in the area, however, and the 
parents expressed concern for 
the safety of their children. The 
people asked that the police 
force patrol the area on a more 
regular basis. 

The citizens also want one of 
the buses that runs through the 
district to be rerouted.

changes almost completely the 
underlying basis and orienta- 
tion of the current CEGEP 
system. It sets up a new order 
of priorities and requirements. 

According to the report, a 
student's curriculum will be 
based on the following: 

• A maximum requirement of 
three language courses in the 
mother tongue. There will be 
determined provincially for all 
the colleges in the province. 
This recommendation reduces 
the current language require- 
ments here from four English 
courses to three. 

• Three required courses to 
be determined individually by 
each college. 

• A total of 18 courses in 
each program to be determined 
by special commissions which 



By itself, swine flu is no more 
of a danger on the average 
healthy individual than a runny 
nose, sneezing, and grippy 
feeling. However, because the 
flu lowers the body's natural 
resistance to infection and 
increases susceptability to 
pneumonia, such an inconvi- 
ence can become dangerous. 
According to Dr. Oseasohmz, 
between the years of 1918 to 
1921, millions of people died 
from a similar strain of 
influenza. 

What can be done to prevent 
the catching of swine flu? 
Actually, not even staying away 
from pigs will help. And, 
although both the governments 
of Canada and U.S. are 
preparing for massive swine flu 
vaccination campaigns it is not 
expected that these shots will 
become available for several 
months, as pharmaceutical 
companies have not been able 
to produce the needed supply 
yet. 

Nonetheless, as long as you 
get plenty of rest and drink a lot 
of liquids, (like water or beer) 
when you suspect that you may 
be coming down with some- 
thing, as Dr. Oseasohmz 
advises, influenza can be no 
more than a 48-hour inconveni- 
ence. 

will be set up. Faculty sources 
believe these will be similar to 
the regional Councils called for 
in the Nadeau report. 

• Six courses to be decided 
by the individual student. 

This means that a student 
will be taking 30 courses in two 
years, at a rate of 7 and 8 per 
semester alternately. 

"This speeded up career 
orientation can only hurt 
students," said a critic of the 
report. 

One of the major criticisms 
of the GTX report is its failure 
to make adequate provision for 
general education courses and 
core requirements. In the 
Anglophone CEGEPs, the core 
program is composed of the 8 
compulsory English and hu- 
manities courses. 

No specific mention of 
humanities and physical edu- 
cation course requirements is 
made in the report. However, 
many feel that these will be 
incorporated into the curricu- 
lum of individual colleges if 
DIGEC does not come out with 
a stronger commitment to 
general education and core 
requirements.

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Detention; 
a story of I 
brutality 

The following article first appeared 

in the Wits Student. From the 

University of Witwatersrand in Johan- 
nesburg, the publication has long been 

a centre of controversy challenging the 

legitimacy of the regime in the 

Republic. 
Specifically, this article deals with 

the recently released report by the 

Christian Institute on racial relations in 

South Africa, written by Michael 

Skapinker. Presented as a feature, 

Skapinker probes the degree to which 

the South African system has 

deteriorated.

Detente and Detention, a Christian 
Institute publication, admits that it is 
one-sided. 

The report does not mention that 
certain parks, libraries, theatres and ho- 
tels are now open to people of all races. 
It says nothing of Mr Vorster*s diploma- 
tic coups. 

But it continues 'These and various 
other 'positive aspects' ... are of no sig- 
nificance in this catalogue of the cruel 
repression of the expression of the true 
aspirations of the oppressed people of 
South Africa." 

The publication details the vicious 
operation of South Africa's growing ar-

senal of security legislation. The victims 
of 'anti-Terrorist-Communist' action 
since January 1974 have, according to 
the CI, been mostly Black. Their plight- 
in contrast to that of their White 
counterparts— has aroused little White 
attention or indignation and even less 
public protest. 

Since the beginning of 1974, 217 peo- 
ple are known to have been detained 
without trial for a combined total of al- 
most 62 years. This figure is probably an 
underestimation. 

Of these 217 people, 39 have been 
charged under the Terrorism Act and 
seven under the Suppression of Com- 
munism Act. Of the 46 charged, eight 
have been convicted ; 30 are still on trial 



or awaiting trial, and the remainder have 
been acquitted or had their charges 
withdrawn. 

81 people, it is believed, are still being 
detained without trial in South Africa 
and SWA. The number of detainees 
might, however, be far greater. RDM put 
the figure at 11 5. The CI gives examples 
of detentions which were first heard of 
when the victims appeared in court: 

In the trial of seven members of the 
National Association of Youth Organi- 
sations (NAYO) a Mr David Nhlapo ap- 
peared for the first time with the seven 
accused. Nothing was known of his de- 
tention before this appearance ... 

Confession 

In the NAYO trial, Capt. Cronwright of 
the Security Police, commenting on a 
confession by one of the accused, 
"stated in court that he had made alte- 
rations to Mr. Amos Masondo's original 
statement in order to lay down a 'guide- 
line for the accused.' 

"He further agreed, under cross 
examination, that his 'clarifications' re- 
garding Black consciousness and 
Marxism ended in the sworn statement 
meaning the direct opposite of what the 
accused originally wrote." 

In the same trial: 

"Mr. Kgokong also alleged that the 




Security Police threatened to spread a 
rumour that he was an informer and to 
exterminate him if he refused to co- 
operate ... 

"Capt. Cronwright told him that 'I the 
Capt. have theace card— I have your 
signature. I can run some receipts with 
your signature .. . that you have accepted 
money from us with the words 'for 
services rendered' written on the re- 
ceipts." 

Mr Kgokong was arrested as he left 
the court-room after completing his evi- 
dence 

In the trial of Eric Molobi: 

Vincent Selanto gave certain evidence 
for the State. The State alleged that this 
evidence conflicted with the sworn 
statement he had given whilst in deten- 
tion. Vincent alleged that the statement 
was obtained under duress. 

School-boy 

And in the same trial Mr Jeremiah Ne- 
labela, a Soweto school-boy, appeared 
for the State after being in detention 
since 2-10-75. Hisdetention first be- 
came known at the end of February, five 
months after he had been held. 

An article in the press announced that 
he had passed his Tvl Junior Certificate 
which he had been granted special per- 
mission to write while still in detention. 



The publication notes allegations by 
detainees of Security Police harass- 
ment and brutality: 

'During the past few months the Jo- 
hannesburg Security Police have begun 
a new 'system' of harassment and in- 
timidation: that of releasing detainees 
and ordering them to report weekly to 
John Vorster Square. 

A person being held in solitary con- 
finement and being subjected to 
interminable interrogation surely 
does not yearn for the opportunity of 
sitting next to a White man on a park 
bench. 

Each week the former detainees are 
interrogated about their movements and 
activities during the previous week ... It 
would appear that the Security Police are 
attempting to use the detainees them- 
selves as constant and regular means of 
gaining information about different or- 
ganizations and individuals within the 
Black community." 

His evidence was'not proceeded with 
and he was taken back into detention. Mr 
Selanto also alleged that he had been 
assaulted whilst in detention and that he 
had received medical treatment at Rand- 
fontein. 

Refused 

A feature of the Black security trials 
has been the large number of people who 
have refused to give State's evidence. 
The Institute publication relates that in 
the trial of Trevor Bloem, Mr Raymond 
Burgers and Mr Patrick McGluwa re- 
fused to give evidence after a year of de- 
tention. They were sentenced to 1 0 days 
imprisonment with the warning that it 
would be reimposed if they again re- 
fused. They refused again to give evi- 

MrSabelo Neku, 21, a young Soweto 
student, was arrested by Security 
Police on Saturday morning the 24th 
April, and nothing has been heard of 
him since. 

dence and were both jailed for 12 
months. Bioem was acquitted on the 
Terrorism Act charges but was given a 
suspended sentence and a fine for three 
minor offenses. 

"Perhaps all that can be hoped for in 
the publication of a document such as 
this is that when change does come in 
South Africa people will not be able to 
excuse their own or their government's 
collusion with the regime on the 
grounds that they did not realise the cost 
in terms of human suffering and de- 
gradation — They will not be able to 
claim that their image of South Africa 
was based purely on a picture of Mr 
Vorster holding a lighted candle in the 
church of the Nativity."

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Lack of planning for Speakers' Programs

Preliminary research Into the 
present state of McGill's 
Speakers' Programmes revealed 
an astonishing lack of co-ordi- 
nation. While approximately, 
forty programmes exist, run by 
both the Administration and 
student groups, no complete 
list is available. Both the 
Information Office and Special 
Events office seem to think that 
the job of co-ordinating speaker 
lies within each other's domain. 
Individual pieces of the picture 
can be assembled only through 
the various faculty offices and 
even these lists are extraordi- 
narily incomplete. 

The situation does not appear 
absurd until its full redundancy 
potential is realized. In February 
of 1975, no less than three 
well-known education special- 
ists appeared at McGill on the 



same evening. John Holt, 
brought in by the Debating 
Union, acquired the lion's share 
of the available audience. Both 
the Education Faculty and the 
Social Work Faculty lost 
possible attendance because no 
one had mentioned that it was 
International Education Night 
on campus. 

There have been sporadic 
attempts at co-ordination by the 
more brave organizers of 
Speakers' Programmes. These 
have all failed because with the 
graduation of each successive 
student group executive, come 
the disappearance of contacts. 
Where administrative organiza- 
tion is involved the Special 
Events Office has enough 
trouble keeping room bookings 
in order, and the Information 
Office prefers to operate only as 
a resource centre.
